WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Trade in almost all lines of canned food, during the past 
week, has been a little less active than during the early and 
middle part of July. Some articles have advanced in price, and 
the volume of sales has been greater than at any previous time 
this year, but such is not the case generally. 

Buyers have been active and plenty of orders are reported 
in hand by Brokers, but the snap and vim which characterized 
the market during the previous three weeks has slackened con- 
siderably, more than likely due to the fact that packing has been 
commenced in Baltimore, on Tomatoes. As soon as the Balti- 
more canners begin work on tomatoes it might be said that all 
other business takes a back seat and handlers of canned foods 
watch this city and the quality of the goods going into the cans. 
Some deliveries of new packed tomatoes have been made during 
the past week and this fact probably accounts for the decline in 
prices. Tomatoes have fallen off all along the line and are 
quoted at about 2%c. less in every instance. No. r1os have 
dropped from $3.25 to $2.85, but fancy sanitary cans, 5 inch, 
have advanced 5c. New Jersey packings have made no change 
and are quoted this week at the same figures as published in 
ours of the 21st. 

Crop prospec ts look to be a little better than they have at 
any time recently, but we have heard of no canners who expect 
to make a full pack. The plants were not gotten out in time 
aud the vines have had a very hard pull of it to even make good 
to the extent that they have. A very good rain fell here Wed- 
nesday night and early Thursday morning; this will probably 
help matters considerably and should improve the quality of 
the fruit. A report from Fruitland, Md., under date of the 
29th says: ‘‘Have had men canvas, individually, the growers 
I contracted with this season, and out of 200 acres contracted 
fur less than 40 per cent. of the plants are alive and growing, 
and quite a number complain that lots of the vines have very 
few tomatoes on them.’’ 

Fruitland is in Wicomico County, one of the heavy tomato 
canning sections of Maryland. The Easton Commission Co.

of Talbott Co., another tomato canning section of Maryland, 
writes under date of July 31: ‘‘That the effect of the drouth 
has ceased to become the burden of brokers’ reports should not 
indicate that the damage already done has been remedied. The 
damage has become established, it is no longer a matter of news, 
and no amount of good weather can replace the acres that were 
lost or give back the month of time needed by the large percent- 
age of vines in order for them to producea full crop.’’ A report 
from Kennard, Ind., says the tomato acreage there is reduced 
15 per cent., but that prospects for the present acreage are good 
and a fair crop is expected. A writer at Spokane, Wash., says: 
‘‘So far the crops out here are in fine condition and we hope to 
have a good year. Now busy canning and preserving cherries.’’ 
That letter dated July 22. A report from Ogden, Utah, says 
they expect about 80 per cent. of a crop of tomatoes. 

Now the above reports indicate a fair crop of tomatoes, but 
in a Government weather report which we publish elsewhere in 
this issue, it says the unusually hot spell early in the season, 
which lasted for 60 days, was the worst for the past 41 years, 
and anyone reading it will be convinced that such hot weather 
early in the season has a very decided etfect upon the crops of 
both corn and tomatoes. Thecrop of 1901 was a small one, 
and that report seems to show that the excessive hot weather 
experienced in that season was the cause of its failure. How- 
ever, it will be another month before anyone can make even a 
close guess as to what the 1911 tomato pack will amount to. 

The corn crop has been reported as in an excellent condi- 
tion in most sections of the country, yef canned corn is in strong 
demand and the price has a tendency to advance rather than to 
decline. It is believed that if the truth were known corn is not 
bearing so well and that large canners of this article are begin- 
ning to hedge on their contracts. New packing will commence 
within the next week and we willthen hear something of the 
quality and yield per acre. In the meantime holders of canned 


corn are securing their own prices, almost, and buyers continue 
to be in the market for fair sized lots. 

Peas are becoming uninteresting for the reason that they 
have been in short supply during the past year and the 1911 crop 
has failed to supply the usual wants. Naturally there is noth- 
ing to say about this article, except that it is advancing steadily 
and good standard quality peas are in demandallthetime. The 
needs of buyers cannot be supplied and the pack has been com- 
pleted. 

Asparagus has fallen off in price in two instances, namely 
for white mammoth in No. 2% cans formerly quoted at $3 is 
now offered at $2.85 and small green in No. 2% cans is offered 
at $1.85 instead of $2.10. 

Okra and tomatoes have declined slightly for the No. 2 size 
and is now quoted at 75c. No. 3’s are offered at $1.00. Sauer- 
kraut has advanced 5c. for fancy No. 3 and ten cents for stan- 
dard No. 3, this evidently being occasioned by the reports of 
poor cabbage crops. Spinach has had a busy week and there is 
now none offered in the Baltimore market, packers having clean 
shelves. 

Maryland packed apples have dropped roc. in price and are 
quoted at $2.85 for No. 10’s and 85c. for 3's. Small fruits are 
in small compass and demand continues strong, so that we find 
cherries, standard white in water, quoted at $1, an advance of 
5c., and extra preserved at $1.20 to $1.25. Peaches, No 3 Yel- 
low seconds, have advanced from $1.45 to $1.60 during the week. 
Pears are about cleaned up and No. 3 seconds in water are off 
the market, as are also standards and extra standards in syrup. 
rineapple has been reported a short pack and a friend of The 
Trade, just arrived from Porto Rico, states that the pack there 
is a small one and thinks Hawaiian is also short. 

There is nothing especially interesting as regards the tin 
plate and metal markets. Pig tin has declined slightly but the 
irregularity of this article during the past few months makes

this unimportant. It is just as liable to be up again before this 
report is off the press. Pig lead has advanced 20 cents since our 
last report. Prices of tin plates remain the same. The follow- 
ing clipping is taken‘from the Americam Metal Market, N. Y.:— 

‘One source of demand for tin plate of increasing impor- 
tance is that required by the canning industries of the Hawaiian 
Islands. Two new companies this year will pack 500,000 cases 
of canned pineapple. Other fruits are to be experimented with 
in the interval between seasons. Last year over $2,000,000 worth 
of pineapples were shipped from there to the United States.’’ 


What the “‘Lancet’’ says about Sardines. 


In an article on ‘‘ The Sardine as Food,’’ the ‘‘Lancet’’ of 


‘London, England, states that dietetic authorities may well praise 


the sardine, since, for one thing, it encourages the ingestion of 
oil, which, for a reason difficult to find, is very commonly ex- 


cluded from the diet nowadays. A bland fat affords such an ex- 


cellent physiological balance to nitrogenous foods that its reason- 
able use will help us to avoid many ills, and especially those as- 
sociated with wasting diseases and gouty dispositions. It pre- 
vents the overloading of the tissues with nitrogenous waste pro- 
ducts and a digestible fat favours nutrition considerably. The 
sardine supplies also an excellent proportion (25 per cent.) of 
nitrogenous material, and so if becomes a real and economical 
food. In addition to this the sardine has appetizing qualities, 
and where appetite serves digestion follows. Luckily, its pres- 
ervation in the cooked state in oil precludes contamination, even 
although it is brought to our shores: in the tin. We have ex- 
amined a great number of samples of tinned sardines, but not 
once have we been able to find the slightest evidence of metallic 
contamination or of objectionable preservatives. The tins con- 
sist of no worse metals than iron and tin, both of which may be 
regarded as practically outside the pale of poisonous metals. Oil 
is, besides, an effective guard against these metals being attack- 
ed. Physiologically it counts for very little if the sardine proves 
to be not a ‘‘scientific’’ sardine and the oil is not the oil of the 
olive. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, August 2, 1gII. 

The Market.—cConditions have not changed materially 
since last week. While there is a difference of opinion between 
packers and buyers regarding the probable output, it seems like- 
ly that neither one will concede anything for the present. Be- 
cause of this. movement is practically at a standstill aside from 
satisfying a relatively small demand due to consumptive orders. 
Activity in most lines will be more or less restricted until the 
new pack begins. The difference of opinion with reference to 
the probable output restricts business since buyers assert that 
prices are quite as likely to go down as up as soon as new pack 
goods are ready for delivery. Holders on the contrary are quite 
certain that the short crops will maintain prices upon a substan- 
tial basis even after new pack goods are ready for delivery. 
With such a marked difference of opinion business is light. 

Tomatoes.—Business is slack so far as the operations of 
buyers in this section are concerned, and it would appear from 
reports now coming from Southern packing centers that demand 
for futures from the West seems to have been satisfied for the 
time being at least. However, there is no indication of weak- 
ness in the attitude of packers. Spot goods are wanted in a 
small way only, as even those buyers who are least supplied are 
unwilling to place orders for any considerable quantity now that 
the new packing season is so close at hand, and according to 
their view of the situation, based on recent improvement in crop 
conditions, there is more likely to be a decline than a mainten- 
ance of the present quotations on old as well as newgoods. But

Lack of rain when most needed 
some of them claim, prevented the vines from making the growth 
necessary to the blossoming season to insure a good crop, while 
later rains have caused the plants to run luxuriously to vine to 
the detriment of blossoming and production of fruit. Latest 
conditions say that in Harford County conditions now favor a 
fair crop, but south of there in the section from which the lar- 
gest pack of tomatoes comes, it is stated by authorities, unfavor- 
able crop conditions have prevailed, since the end of April, as 
the rainfall during that interval has been below normal. 
Peas.-—There continues an active inquiry for peas, but bus- 


' iness is restricted by extreme paucity of supply and the market 
firm with an upward tendency. 


Corn.—lIs quiet, though some buyers, affected by unfavora- 
ble crop reports, are manifesting more interest in the way of in- 


quiries and some orders for both spot and future deliveries at full 
quoted prices are being booked. 


California Fruits.—There were further withdrawals of 
new pack California fruits during the week by wire. Very few 
‘New York brokers are able to fill assortment orders. One vari- 


ety or another will be lacking in almost all purchases of this 
character. 


Apricots.—Not many California packers are able to supply 
the quantities of Apricots wanted by the average buyer. In 
some instances they are told that no more are to be had. The 
supply on hand is short and under the conditions prices are ten- 
ding upward. 

Cherries.—Almost nothing is obtainable in California cher- 


ries. No packer is at present willing to take further orders for 
favorite grades. 


Pears.—The situation has.become strained and few packers 


or holders are able to satisfy even the smallest orders. Thesup- 
ply has proved to be shorter than expected. 


Plums.—The shortage in plums seems to be even more 
marked than any other variety of small fruits. Stocks in Cali- 


fornia are almost entirely exhausted and during the last week 
no dealer has been able to get more from brokers. 
Peaches.—Inquiry after the recent advance was not mark- 
ed and it seems to be the settled policy of buyers to wait until 
the pack is finished before they place orders for further supplies. 
They think maybe that deliveries will be larger thai packers 
now say and they are willing to take their chance upon getting 
supplies at more reasonable figures than they are now paying. 
Salmon.—There is only a fair Jobbing demand for salmon, 
but in view of the unusually small supply for this time of year 
the market remains strong and prices are held firmly up to quo- 


tations. It was said on good authority that opening prices on 
new pack red Alaska salmon could not be expected mucn earlier 
than the third week in August and might be as high as $1.50 
f.o.b. Coast. 


Sardines.—Remain scarce, as the run of fish is light, but 
the demand is not urgent and prices are unchanged, but firm. 
Imported sardines are in small demand and firmly held.

Enforcing French Pure Food Laws. 


[From Consul James E. Dunning, Havre.] 


Two cases of pure food prosecutions have recently been 
heard in the Tribunal at Havre. 


A dealer in apple brandy was visited by a police inspector 
who found the brandy labeled with the French equivalent of 
‘‘Cooking brandy made from apples.’’ Examination showed 
the liquor to be diluted with wood alcohol. The dealer claimed 
to be only an innocent vendor, but the court declined to accept 
this plea, and a fine of $20 was imposed. _ 

A baker was before the Havre Tribunal on June 12, rg11, 
for having flour adulterated with powdered rice. Investigation 
showed the quantity of rice powder in the sack seized to be 
3 per cent. which proportion was certified to by expert witnesses. 
The court ordered the baker to pay $5 fine and that the judg- 
ment should be published in two daily newspapers in Havre.

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Fruit Raising and Irrigation Projects at 
Fernie, British Columbia. 


[from Consul Frank C. Denison ]} 


During 1910 considerable progress was made in bringing 
under cultivation and placing under water service lands in the 
southeastern part of the Province suitable for the growing of 
apples and the hardier varieties of small fruits. Near the 
station of Baynes, on the Great Northern Railway, about 30 
miles south of Fernie, an American company has purchased 
9,000 acres, and has platted and put under water 1,000 acres, 
which is being soid in 5, 10 and 20 acre sections to settlers who 
intend to engage in the growing of fruits and vegetables for the 
markets of the mining settlements throughout the Crows Nest 
Pass and in the prairie Provinces to the east of the Rocky 


Mountains. The remainder of the property will be developed 
as rapidly as the demand warrants. 


A similar project has been started at Elko, 20 miles west of 
Fernie, where several hundred acres have been platted and 
placed under water service by a company composed largely of 
Americans. In both of these undertakings water has been 


diverted at moderate cost from tributaries of the Elk and Koo- 
tenai Rivers. 


Perhaps the largest undertaking of this kind has been 
inaugurated in East Kootenai by an eastern firm, which has 
purchased 13,000 acres of land inthe Kootenai and Columbia 
Valleys from the Canadian Pacific Railway land department. 
These lands lie in what is known as the Windmere district, 
where actual tests made during the last 10 years have demon- 
strated the practicability of fruit growing. The company is 
undertaking to irrigate, plat, and build houses upon 4,000 acres, 


and plans to plant the entire 4,o00 acres in fruit, principally 
apples, before offering it for sale. The water supply for these 
lands is ample, being conducted from the large lakes at the head 


of the Columbia River through a main canal not over 2 miles in 
length. 
FRUIT TRADE. 


Consumers of fruit imported from Washington, Idaho, 
) i 

Oregon and California are looking forward with, eagerness to 
the time when these goods can enter free of duty., ,Owing to 
the rigid inspection laws of British Columbia, Ontario apples 
are practically excluded from the markets of the Province. The 
largest dealers in fruit and vegetables took all their stock last 
fall from Washington through Spokane dealers. The superior 
methods of sorting and packing fruits in vogue in this and 
other States have given the producers of that section a decided 
advantage over all competitors. As the Great Northern and 
Canadian Pacific Railways both provide direct transportation 
from Spokane and the coast to Fernie, it is believed that the 
ratification of the proposed reciprocity agreement between the 
United States and Canada would lead to a great increase in the 
consumption of American fruit and vegetaoles in this territory. 


In the principal stores of Fernie are seen large displays of 
goods from the United States, including clothing, shoes, hats, 
pharmaceutical preparations, patent medicines, toilet articles, 
fountain pens, typewriters, cash registers, tools, hardware, 
tobacco, cereals, fancy groceries, and all the popular magazines. 
Comparatively little attention is paid to catalogues and price 
lists, as the successful manufacturer does his business through 
traveling salesmen.

His funeral was attended by President W. R. Roach, form- 
er President L. A. Sears, Friend F. Wiley of the Western Asso- 
ciation, and a number of other prominent canners. 


Pennsylvania’s Milk Supply. 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 30, 1911. 

Dairy and Food Commissioner Foust has issued a statement 
of the results of his Bureau’s investigations made this Summer 
under the New Milk and Cream Act and the Act Prohibiting the 
Addition to Milk and Cream of Dye-stuffs and Drugs, such as 
were formerly much used as preservatives. 

The Commissioner reports that 4,000 samples have been pur- 
chased by his Agents in about 156 cities and towns representing 
nearly every county of the Commonwealth. In but eight in- 
stances was formaldehyde discovered, six of these being in Alle- 
gheny County, one in Johnstown and one in York. No other 
preservatives and no added dye were in any case detected. 
This, the Commissioner notes, is a most excellent showing as 
contrasted with the conditions existing a few years ago, when 
such additions weie of common occurence. 

The Commissioner further states that the dairy cows of 
Pennsylvania have placed the stamp of their approval upon the 
new milk law. Of the 4,000 samples examined only about 200 
were found considerably below standard and of these about two- 
thirds were milks, one-third creams. The deficiencies found 
were not the fault of the cow, but were due to the pump and the 
skimmer to whose friendly offices some distributors still turn for 
profit. 

An English food expert once said of milk standards that 
their only fault was that the cow had not been consulted in their 
making. This, the Commissioner adds, can not fairly be said 
of the present standards, which are those of the National 
Government, and were adopted by it upon the recommendation 
of a board of experts acting under authority of Congress, and 
after a careful study ot the dairy conditions in all parts of the 
country. 

It is the purpose of the Commissioner to continue vigor- 
ously to enforce the milk laws, so that the people and more 
especially the children of the State may be assured of a good, 
wholesome supply of this important food.

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Girls have no Protection in Pea Canneries. 


Under the above heading a writer who signs herself or him- 
self ‘‘Rosa M. Perdue’’, purports to give an account of the in- 
side workings of the modern Wisconsin Pea Canneries. 

We find the following story in the Milwaukee Journal of 
July roth, this being only one of a series. It is plainly evident 
the writer has magnified conditions, and vainly seeks to find a 


' situation which will bring disgrace upon the industry:— 


The car bringing peas already hulled arrived at four p.m. They were 
hoisted to the second story and poured into the graders. This machine sorts 
the peas according to sizes from 0’s to 6’s, which are the largest. The peas 
are poured down pipes which keep the grades separate. They fall into a 
wooden tray and a “‘straw boss’’ hands them to the girls, who sit along the 
wall behind rude benches. 

When work begun, I went in with the flock of girls with whom I had 
by this time become fast friends. I had not been assigned to any particular 
work, so the girls on the north bench said: ‘‘Come; sort peas with us until 
the boss chases you off.’’ They moved over, and soon I was sorting peas as 
earnestly as any girl in the row. 

The “‘straw boss’’ was apparently satisfied, for he did not assign me 
elsewhere. My duty was to sort out thistle tops, bugs, worms, ripe peas, 
or other waste matter unfit to be canned with the peas. The work at the 
east end of the factory, done mostly by men, depended on the work of the 
girls. They could not can peas until we had sorted them. 

NO DISCIPLINE IN FACTORIES. 


There was absolutely no discipline. All ‘‘de guys’’ came to flirt with 
the girls. As our arms were bare to the elbows they handled us as they 
pleased, caught us by the hands and insisted on promises that they be per- 
mitted to see them home after work. Several of the girls swore at the men 
but usually received the more attention for their protests. Since I was the 
new girl, several of the men thought they would have fun with me and test 
my character. A man sat down on my bench and kept crowding closer 
while he sang love songs, ‘‘Any little girl that’s a nice little girl is the right 
little girl for me: She don’t have to look like a girl in a book if a good cook 
she may be. She don’t have to wear rats in her hair——”’ 


As I had not been in the factory more than an hour I could not keep 
from laughing, for he was ignorantly revealing conditions and aiding my 
work. When I laughed he interpreted it as encouragement and began a 


more endearing ballad, “I am so lonely. You are my only——’’ The 

crowd all around were laughing. The foreman watched the fun, evidently 

admiring the revelry. While I flipped peas and worms in his face he leaned 

over closer and sang on, ‘The cottage is cosy, you are so rosy, my time is 

all my own. We'll have lots of kisses——’”’ 
BAND RING MADE HIM UNEASY. * § 


Then he grew uneasy about the band ring which I wear on the third 
finger of my left hand. He wondered if I really was married. When he 
had to go to work two more half-drunken fellows took his place. One took 
my satchelwasking if my chamois skin and my best fellow’s picture were all 
it contained. 

A widow who sat next to me warned me that one of the men was a 
‘‘crook’’, so I better get my pocket book. In the struggle to secure it we 
broke the handle. when 6 o’clock came we were allowed thirty minutes for 
supper. The other girls had lunches with them. I was willing to go with- 
out but feared I might be locked out if I did not go hometo my hard earned 
boarding place and explain my necessary stay at the factory. 

CLOSING TIME SIGNAL FOR ROWDY TIME. 


I was a few moments late, but no one complained. I went to my work, 
chatted with the girls, and asked all manner of questions about the work, 
apparently without being suspected. I learned that the real owners of the 
business live in Chicago and employ men to run thefactory for them, They 
used to lease land at $12 an acre and raise the peas but this year they would 
not pay enough rent to secure the land. The farmers therefore raise the 
peas and sell them to the factory by weight. 

This first night we stopped work at 8.30. Closing time was a signal for 
a general rowdy struggle. The best girls hurried out as fast as they could, 
while the ruder ones scuffled with the men who were most determined on 


getting a parting kiss. I saw no attempt on the part of foremen to protect 
girls though it was apparent that the rude men were drunk. 


The last I did see as I left the factory was one man holding a girl while 
he tried to kiss her. 

We were notified not to come to work until noon the next day for there 
might not be enough peas on hand. The story of the next day will follow.

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California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., July 29, 1911. 

Site Selected for Big Exposition.—The joy bells are 
ringing in San Francisco this week and business cares are being 
forgotten in the general rejoicing, following the selection of a 
site for the Panama-Pacific International Exposition. The 
selection of the site was reached only after six months of careful 
deliberation on the part of the board of directors, and the deci- 
sion was arrived at rather unexpectedly when it was believed 
that a repetition of the experience of Chicago would probably 
result. The site selected will mark a departure from the old 
established ideas of expositions in that an immense area of 
ground will be occupied, three distinct sites being utilized, these 
to be connected by scenic boulevards and a railway. The 
machinery buildings, aquatic display and concessions will be 
located at Harbor View at the foot of Van Ness Avenue and 
near the center of the city; the scenic features will be in Lincoln 
Park overlooking the Golden Gate; the permanent buildings 
will be in Golden Gate Park, and the State, county and foreign 
buildings in a tract lying between and connecting the two parks. 
Almost two thousand acres will be used for exhibition purposes. 
The settlement of the site question will mean renewed business 
activity in this city and all lines of trade will be benefited. 
California fruit growers and packers realize that the exposition 
will be a golden opportunity to attract attention to their pro- 
ducts, and it is anticipated that the most wonderful exhibition 
ever made of canned products will be made here. With great 
quantities of raw material at hand it will be possib'’e to operate 


a fully equipped canning plant on the grounds, showing every 
phase of canning from the time the fruit is received until the 
cans are labeled and packed for delivery. With the opening of 
the Panama Canal California’s market for canned fruits and 
vegetables will be greatly enlarged and the canning industry in 
this State should show a great growth within the next few 
years. Eastern visitors to the fair will doubtless expect to see 
a great exhibit of California products, and from the plans now 
being made they will not be disappointed. 

Prices Expected to Advance.—The volume of business 
done by packers of California fruits and vegetables during the 
past week has been heavier than was anticipated, and within a 
very short time withdrawals in some lines will be in order. 
The trade in general has been withholding the placing of orders 
until the opening prices of the California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 
ciation were made public, but is now hastening to cover require- 
ments. Ten days was allowed by the Association for the con- 
firmation of prices, and practically all those who had placed 
orders have been heard from. In view of crop conditions and 
the very heavy demand that has materialized, the prices now 
current are regarded as being very reasonable and higher rates 
are expected at an early date on some lines, The green fruit 
market is still showing an upward tendency, and packers who 
have not already anticipated their ‘needs are finding it difficult 
to secure stock at any price. The packing of peaches is now 
under way inthe Sacramento and San Joaquin Valleys, and © 
apricots are still receiving attention in the Coast districts. The 
crop of both of these fruits is running to large sizes, and the 
quality of the pack will be excellent with a shortage in pie and 
water and other low grade goods. 

Cherries.—The California cherry pack which is now at an 
end is a very light one this season and prices are quite high. 
Packers of cherries in Maraschino have bought heavily, and 
canners have been compelled to pay unusually high prices for 
raw material.

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Fruit is Scarce.—Dried peaches are now being quoted 
here at roc. a pound and high prices are being paid for green 
fruit for shipment East, with the result that canners are being 
compelled to pay almost record prices for canning stock. The 
crop of cliugstones is lighter proportionately this year than the 
crop of freestgnes, with the result that prices for the canned 
article are also higher. Many orders for pie and water peaches 


are being turned down, as packers are not planning to devote 
much attention to the lower grades this season. 


Berries.—Excellent prices are being realized by berry 
growers this season, and a good crop is being harvested. The 
demand for California berries is rapidly on the increase, especi- 


ally those packed in large cans, as these are purchased by east- 
ern preservers who reprocess them for sale in glass jars. 


Tomatoes.—The tomato market continues to be very active 
and a big business is being done in both spot and future goods. 
Spot stocks are fairly well cleaned up now and it will still be 
some time before the new pack is available. Some goods can 
still be had at 75<., but the tendency is toward higher rates, and 
a price of 85c. for standards is predicted before the 1911 pack is 
ready for the market. An encouraging feature of the outlook 
for futures is the volume of orders coming in from sections of 
the country usually supplied from the East. The market for 


California tomatoes will be more extensive this year than has 
been the case in many seasons past. 


Asparagus.—With the active buying of California fruits 
there has come an increased demand for asparagus, and some 
very satisfactory sales have been made during the past few days. 
No changes have been made in prices, but stocks in some lines 
have been reduced to the extent that certain packers have made 
withdrawals. The California Fruit Canners’ Association has 
withdrawn prices on Mammoth White, Medium White and 
Large White. 

Salmon News.—Under date of June 28, word has been 
received from P. A. Berglund, superintendent of the Nushagak

Fall, one at Empire and a new one under the management of 
Capt. Reynolds at Marshfield, Ore. 


The Astoria Fishermen’s Co-operative Canning Co. has 
selected a site for a canning plant at South Bend, Wash., and 


an eastern firm is also planning to establish a salmon cannery 
there, both to be in operation this Fall. 


N. C. A. in California.—Frank E. Gorrell, secretary of 
the National Canners’ Association, has been here during the 
past week, and a number of important meetings of canners have 
been held, at which the work of the National body has been ex- 
plained. On July 15 a meeting of the Canners’ League of Cali- 
fornia was held, and this body pledged its support to the pub- 
licity work now being carried on, and many present signified 
their willingness to make contributions to the special fund now 
being gathered to further this work. After spending several 
days in this city Mr. Gorrell left for southern California by way 
of San Jose, and plans on visiting most of the canners in the 
State. Later he will make a trip through the Northwest to 
interest canners there in the work being done by the Assso- 
ciation. BERKELEY. 


To Solder Glass. 


Glass may be soldered together by means of an alloy made 
up of 95 parts of tin and 5 parts of zinc. This alloy will melt 
at a temperature of 425 deg. F. The material to be joined to- 
gether must first be heated to this temperature and the alloy 
then spread over its surface by means of a soldering iron. 
When it cools off it will be found to be firmly attached to the 
glass.—PaciFic MINER.

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned 
Foods, as Regards Selling and Buying, will be 
Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


Tomatoes. 
E. L. Sanford Co., July 27:— 

As we approach the packing season interest continues to be manifested 
in tomato pulp by the packers. 

We still contend that it will be taking a big chance to save your trim- 
ming pulp unless it is thoroughly inspected and washed, but we see no rea- 
son why such trimming pulp would not be accepied or passed by the Fed- 
eral inspectors, whom we are informed are going to be ultra cautious. 

The demand has not developed yet, owing to the conflicting crop reports, 
and we hardly expect much activity in this before August 15 to 31, but we 
believe many of the large catsup and sauce manufacturers are more than 
anxious about their own planting, and will probably be large factors on 
the buying end. 

The demand for tomato products of every description is going to be so 
active that prices will undoubtedly be very satisfactory to the seller 

Let the slogan of the year be: ‘‘Wash and Inspect Your Tomatoes 
Well.” 


H. P. Strasbaugh, July 27:— 

The only reason the canned tomato market is not higher is because the 
buyers are not pushing so hard for fresh purchases. Any increased demand 
is liable to continue to push up the market for the packers haven’t the 
goods to sell and are disinclined to take on further business of any magni- 
tude for either spots or futures. We are advised that the vicinity of Easton, 
Md., had its first rain a couple of days ago since the middle of April. The 
Harford County section has had frequent rains and too frequent for the 
good of both corn and tomatoes for the last ‘four weeks. The West reports 
no rain for the last two months in the Indiana section, especially. Too lit- 
tle rain in some sections; too much in others, and those who believe that a 
dry season is best can satisfy themselves with prophesies; while on the other 
hand, those who favor a wet season may also prognosticate to suit their 
wishes. In the meantime, the packer is loath to take on any further busi- 


ness of any size, both in corn and tomatoes. There are a few more spot 3 
tomatoes visible at 90c. for carloads and 92%c. for less than carloads than 
was the case a week ago. Very few spot 2s are obtainable and only a small 
offering of 10s with prices ranging from 70 to 72%c. and $2.90 respectively. 


C. W. Baker & Sons, July 27:— 

It will be fully a month or more before any new tomatoes will be ready 
for shipment. 

The market on future tomatoes continues firm. Packers are all so well 
sold up that there is no pressure whatever to sell on their part. 


Smith-Webster Co., July 29:— 


Featureless is the proper word to describe the future tomato market 
during the past week. 


The market remains at 85c. for 3s, and 65c. for 2s, packer’s label. 
A fair volume of sales has been made at these figures. We cannot under- 
take to buy at lower prices, as packers are indifferent about taking on fur- 
ther business at this time. 

Spot tomatoes are fast becoming a thing of the past. The market will 
be bare long before the first of September, when deliveries of the new pack- 
ing begin. 

Wm. Stlver & Co., July 27:— 

Spot tomatoes are well cleaned up. Shelves were never so bare for 
years. Odds and ends that have been in the warehouse during several sea- 
sons have gone out, and those who still have a few left are disposing of 
same on the basis of 70 and 90c. for 2s and 8s respectively. Many of the 
hungry have been fed, but there are still those whose hunger has not been 
satisfied—and they are paying ruling prices. ; 

Rain in some of the drouth stricken districts and most favorable wea- 
ther conditions over other sections, in addition to jobbers having recently 
covered their future needs and packers having taken as many orders as they 
feel to be good business before packing season opens, has caused a some- 
what less active market during the past week in future tomatoes. The ex- 
citement has passed and the wonder now is whether the packing fraternity 
will keep their heads cool and handle their business in a sane and rational 
manner instead of vying with each other as to who can pay the highest 
price for raw material—thus throwing all opportanity to the winds of mak- 
ing a fair profit on the sales which they may have made and recoupe some 
of the heavy losses which they have suffered during the last few years. 
The pack cannot be increased now excepting by stretching out raw stock 
and it is te be hoped that packers will refrain from doing this—but will

of National Canners’ Association and Allied Industries 
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the jobbing fraternity without exception will be manly enough to make 
their settlements without regard to the market at time of delivery. It is to 
be regretted that often packers, such seasons as this entirely lose their heads 


and when they do have a little chance to make some money they simply 
throw it away in a wild scramble for raw material. 


Of course the farmers reap the benefit—but a tale of woe is often left in 
the track of this wild rush for raw material and disregard of good business 
principles. It is well said that ‘‘an article well bought is half sold,’’ and if 
packers would only remember this rule perhaps their cash accounts would 
be larger. It is a great mistake to foolishly throw money away for raw 
material and then stretch the same into too many cans in the hopes that 
they will go through—and thus bring discredit not only upon the packing 
fraternity at large, but upon all those who handle this leading staple in 
canned goods. 

Thos. Meehan & Co., July 29:— 

Continued activity in the tomato market, and the high cost of the raw 
stock, combine to sustain the prices of the canned article. These conditions 
are likely to continue for a couple of weeks longer, at least, and it will be a 
month yet before the canning season will have opened up sufficiently for 
one to be able to get any reasonably accurate information concerning the 
yield from the acreage planted this year. The weather conditions during 
the last ten days were far more favorable for the crop, so far as the tempera- 
ture is concerned, than it was during any time previously, but the lack of 
rain still continues in the lower half of the Peninsula section, and the daily 
papers publish the most unfavorable accounts of the prevailing crop condi- 
tions there. The Peninsula section of Maryland and Delaware is where the 
largest portion of the tomatoes canned in the two States is grown. Glance 
at any map, almost any railroad folder will do, and draw a line at a point 
on the Chesapeake Bay, say from Claiborne, straight across the Peninsula 
to Rehoboth, and it will give you an excellent idea of the extent of the ter- 
ritory that is suffering so greatly from the blight to the tomato crop all the 
way down to Cape Charles. In all that section the lightest rainfall since 
the first of April, in the history of the weather bureau for the same period, 
has been their portion, and those are the months when it is wanted the 
worst. The farmers in that section certainly have the blues very badly 
because of the unfavorable outlook for their crops up to this-date. To the 
north of that imaginary line across the Peninsula, up to Townsend, there 
has been sufficient rain in spots which caused a luxuriant growth of vines, 
but the farmers claim that they have not ‘“‘fruited,’’ as they express it, and, 
therefore, the yield of tomatoes will be less than the average. South of 
Baltimore, on the western shore of the Chesapeake, unfavorable crop condi- 


tions exist for the want of rain, but north of Baltimore, in Harford County 
especially, the outlook is favorable for an average yield, because in that sec- 
tion they had sufficient rain at the time it was needed most. The canning 
season opened in Baltimore last week, and the (uality of the tomatoes has 
improved each day, of course, but the country canneries will not start up 
for a week or two. The demand for future tomatoes continues to be active. 
Spot tomatoes, for quick shipment, are in demand, and the orders for them 
continue to come from the same markets that have been buying them right 
along at full prices, and the sellers appear to be confident of their position. 
Corn. 

P. Strasbaugh:— 

A few lingering lots of whole grain Shoe Peg remain unsold. Southern 
packed Maine style, both Evergreen and Country Gentleman seem to be 
entirely cleaned up, with no offerings. Packers in southern Maryland have 
been seriously effected by continued drouth; as result, they are buying and 
negotiating further sales to offset their future orders. Southern packed 
Maine Style, 1911 packing, is sparsely offered at 70 to 72%c., Country Gen- 
tleman 75 to 80c. The drouth in the West connected with the same condi- 
tion in southern Maryland seems to have entirely changed the aspect of the 
corn market. 

Wm, Silver & Co.:— 

It is almost impossible to find any spot corn of any variety to cover any 
possible needs between now and the time the new pack arrives. Occasion- 
ally a jobber finding himself a few hundred cases short will resort to the 
long distance telephene in his endeavor to meet his requirements. He is 
fortunate if he is able to cover them. With so few offerings it is difficult to 
state just what anyone desiring to purchase an order of any size might have 


to pay in order to supply his needs, but as the season is so near at hand 
nearly all eyes are turned to the new pack. 


The general indications are for a good crop of corn, except in certain 
drouth stricken spots where the crop has been very materially affected. 
The short deliveries of peas added to the strong demand for corn during 
the past two years have caused many to turn their attention more closely to 
this article, and it has occasioned them more interest in the last few weeks 
than previously when this article was on somewhat of adrag. Now many. 
are looking for corn to fill the gap caused by peas and the anticipated short- 
age in the pack of tomatoes from what was formerly expected. It is, there- 
fore, most logical to feel that these conditions will lead to a steady market 
and a good demand throughout the season. Some have withdrawn from 


the market. Some have advanced their prices rather than withdraw, but 
on the whole we quote prices as unchanged from our last issue. 
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Thos. J. Meehan & Co.:— 

Spot corn is getting to be a scarce article in Baltimore and vicinity, the 
stocks are very light. Future corn is not active, but it is very firm because 
the packers are sold up so close to the danger line for them. 


Sundry Articles. 


C. W. Baker & Sons.:— 

Blueberries.—We regret exceedingly that we were not in position to 
take care of the numerous orders for blueberries sent us as per recent quota- 
tions. The packers however, have withdrawn from the market, and from 
present indications we will not have any more to offer this season. Should 
any surplus develop will advise later. 

Sweet Potatoes.—There has been an excellent demand for sweet pota- 
toes, both spots and futures. The spot market is practically cleaned up. 
For future delivery we can offer several cars at 90c. per doz. f.o.b. Penin- 
sula factory. 


Thos. J]. Meehan & Co :— 

A further demand for peas this week has nearly cleaned up the spot 
stocks of seconds and standards, causing higher prices for them. The scar- 
city of and higher prices for fresh peas is causing a large demand for soaked 
peas, the prices for which are stiffening up. 

String beans, next to tomatoes, was the most active article in the line 
of vegetables in the last two weeks. Spot spinach is almost sold out, and 
the canners have already booked all the future spinach they care to sell at 
this time. 

New pack of apples for quick shipment are offered in small quantities, 
and for August and September shipment the orders are increasing. Spot 
pears are getting to be quite scarce, nearly cleaned up, and futures are not 
being offered for fear of a short crop. The stocks of pineapples here are 
almost ridiculously small for this time of the year, or for any other time in 
the season, as a matter of fact. Berries of all kinds, as well as red and 
white cherries, are as strong as any otherlines of fruits, with small offerings, 
comparatively. Very, very few peaches are arriving, and the small quan- 
tity canned, so far, has had quick sale. The outlook for even a small crop 
of peaches in this section is discouraging to the canners, and jobbers would 
do well to look elsewhere for supplies. Cove oysters are firm, though not 
active this week.

WHAT WILL TOMATOES BE WORTH 
JANUARY, 1912? 


Read the following Government Weather Report: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 29, 1911. 

From early in May to the latter part of the first decade of July, 1911, 
a period of about 60 days, a series of hot waves of marked severity so early 
in the summer followed each other in rapid succession over nearly the entire 
region from the Rocky Mountains eastward to the Atlantic coast. 

Short periods of more moderate weather occurred locally at intervals, 
giving some relief, but it is probable that during no previous similar period 
of 60 days has the temperature been so continuously and largely above the 
average over so extensive a region in the last half century. 

Some of the warmest periods of the early part of the heated spell were 
May 17 to 19, when the maximum temperatures were 90° or above over 
much of the eastern part of the country and higher than ever before re- 
corded at that period of the month at numerous points in the Ohio Valley 
and portions of the Atlantic coast districts. Again from about May 22 to 
28 the temperature was unusually high for the season throughout nearly 
the entire Mississippi Valley and portions of the regions to the eastward. 

During the following two weeks or more unusually high temperatures 
prevailed on frequent occasions in the Plains region, Mississippi Valley, 
and portions of the districts to the eastward, the highest readings passing 
above 100° at numerous points on June 3 and 4 and again about the 6th 
and 8th in the Plains States and Mississippi Valley, and on the 11th in the 
more eastern districts and on the 14th to 16th in the more southern portions 
of the Plains region and in the lower Mississippi Valley. 

Lack of rainfall over the great agricultural districts during much of the 
long heated period greatly retarded vegetable growth and threatened a 
serious curtailment of crop production. Opportune rains, however, with 
cooler weather, greatly improved conditions, and the outlook at the present 
time is favorable for the gathering of the usual harvests of most of the 
great staples. 

A rather hasty examination of the weather conditions in the United 
States during the past 40 years does not disclose another period in the late 
spring and early summer when the temperatures have been so uniformly 
high for so long a period and over such a large portion of the country. The 
nearest approach thereto was in 1901, when the temperatures for both June 
and July were decidedly above the normal, and in portions of the middle 
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West it was probably the warmest and driest summer of record. The area 
covered, however, was considerably less extensive, and the combined excess 
of temperature for the two months was not so great as during the practical- 
ly similar length of time covered by the recent warm spell. June, 1901, 
while considerably warmer than the average over most of the districts east 
of the Rocky Mountains, was without marked extremes. Beginning near 
the end of June, however, and continuing until near the end of July, one 
of the severest and most persistent periods of heat and drought ever known 
prevailed through the great central valleys and over large portions of the 
country.* 

Throughout all the great corn growing states of the central West all pre- 
vious records as to extreme heat were broken. Maximum temperatures as 
high as 110° occurred over the greater part of Missouri and in portions of 
surrounding States, the highest reported being 114° at Pierre, 8. Dak. 

The effect of the extreme heat and drought of the later part of June 
and nearly the whole of July of that year was the most disastrous to the 
corn crop in the history of the country, save possibly that caused by the 
cold summer of 1816.

[*Eprror’s NotE.—] The pack of tomatoes in 1901 amounted to 4,268, 
211 cases, which was considered a little less than a normal pack, the three 
previous years averaging about six million cases. An eight million case 
pack in 1911 would be viewed, we believe, in the same light as that 4 mil- 
lion cases in 1901, as the supply and demand have both increased in about 
that proportion. 

By referring to back copies of The Trade we find the price of Standard 
No». 3 tomatoes at July 1, 1901 to have been 72%c. The price began to rise 
from that date and at June 27, 1902, (one year later) the price reached $1.60, 
the highest ever recorded. 

With conditions at this writing almost exactly the same as at July 1, 
1901, can you figure what tomatoes will be worth January 1, 1912.?

Canadian Demand for Farm Machinery. 


[From Consul Frederick M. Ryder, Rimouski, Quebec Province’] 


The sale of agricultural machinery in this district the pres- 
eut season has more than doubled the record of any previous 
year. The county agent for one Canadian concern informed the 
writer that he had received seven carloads and three more were 
due to arrive this month. Another agent for a competing Can- 
adian manufacturer has received several consignments of harvest- 
ing machinery. 

The farmers of this vicinity evidently feel warranted in im- 
proving and adding io their farm equipments in anticipation of 
unusually large crops of grain, hay and potatoes and certainly 
present appearances fully warrant the most optimistic outlook in 
that direction. 


Crushed Oyster Shell in Europe. 
Germany. 


[From Cousul General Robert P,.Skinner, Hamburg] 


The situation respecting the market for crushed oyster 
shells in Germany has improved considerably in the past year. 
One excellent firm now writes as follows: 

Large quantities of crushed uyster shells are being imported 
into Germany, coming generally from England. We, ourselves 
are buyers of oyster shells, crushed as well as powdered, and we 
require 500 to 1,000 tons per annum, for delivery in lots of 50 
to 100 tons. The material should be packed in bags of about 
220 pounds; sarples and lowest prices of both crushed and pow- 
dered should be submitted. 


The HANDY Capper 
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The ground shells are used in this country as a poultry feed 
and the pulverized shells are used in the industries. The pul- 
verized shells must be finely ground and white in color. Occa- 
sional importations of the ground shells are being received from 
the United States; but it is said that thus far it has not been 
possible to obtain pulverized shells of the desired quality. The 
trade in the United States is new and prices should be made 
with a view to increasing the consumption. At present not 
more than 38 marks ($9.04) per ton of 2,200 pounds is being 
paid, delivered terms, Hamburg or Bremen. One of my infor- 
mants suggests that the price of American shells should not be 
over 33 marks ($7.85) in order to facilitate the creation of busi- 
ness. A list of firms is forwarded with whom correspondence 
is recommended, especially the first two. 


Holland. 


[from Consul General S. Listoe, Rotterdam.) 


The Netherlands statistics do not show that crushed oyster 
shells have ever been imported into this country. 

The only firm dealing in crushed oyster shells which I have 
been able to discover informs me that the article mentioned is 
used to a limited extent in Holland for chicken feed, but very 
little for fertilizing purposes, and is not thought much of as 
manure, for the reason that the crushed shell contains only car- 


bonate of Jime, which can be obtained more easily and at lower. 


prices from other materials. 


My informants doubt if crushed oyster shells have ever been 


imported into the Netherlands and doubt if it would pay to im- 
port them.

[From Consul General John L Griffiths, London.] 


England is perhaps the largest importer of crushed and 
powdered oyster shells of any country foreign to the United 
States. There are no official statistics available in which figures 
giving the amounts and values of imports of crushed and pow- 
dered oyster shells are segregated from other classes, but in the 
opinion of those conversant with the business, the average quan- 
tity of crushed oyster shells imported into the United Kingdom 
for manufacture into poultry foods is about 1,000 long tons per 
annum, and the quantity of powdered oyster shells imported for 
fertilizer purposes is estimated to be about 1500 tons. 

A representative of one of the largest English manufactur- 
ers of poultry food states that oyster shells imported for chicken 
feed are usually shipped to this country in hundredweight (112- 
pound) bags. He states that the article imported for this pur- 
pose is graded and free from dust, and also states his willingness 
to receive samples with quotations, f.o.b., American ports. 
The current prices in the London market vary from $6.50 to $7 
per ton. So far as is known to the dealers who were interview- 
ed, no crushed oyster shells or powdered oyster shells are export- 
ed from Great Britain to South America or to South Africa. A 
firm of chemical merchants and importers stated that it would 
also be glad to receive samples and quotations of powdered oys- 
ter shell for fertilizer purposes.

Baltimore, and the Liverpool retail 
prices are 73c. to 97c. per hundredweight. 

There is forwarded a list of seven firms which import this 
article. The first two mentioned have been interviewed, and 
are desirous of receiving samples. The eighth firm mentioned, 
which has not heretofore imported oyster shells, is desirous of 
entering the trade and receiving samples. It is stated that the 
demand will depend considerably upon the grade of sample 
submitted. 

Crushed oyster shells are not classified in the import statis- 
tics, but shells of all kinds imported into Liverpool during 1910, 
from the United States, was $579. The value of shells of all 
kinds imported into the United Kingdom from all countries 
was $2,432,094. 


Using Glass as a Container. 


Canned food packers of high quality goods in many sections of the 
country endeavor to pack their finest in glass jars, especially fruits that are 
expensive, as it gives the articles a more exclusive market and consequently 
bring better prices. This particular trade is usually steady too, and prices 
are not as apt to fluctuate so much. 

The heavy breakage due to the shipping and handling of glass jars 
runs the expense up very high, however, and few canners are anxious tO run 
the risk of breakage. Vegetables are also hard to handle in glass and the 


processing frequently breaks so many jars that the cost runs up higher than 
the packer can stand. 


During the past week the writer had the pleasure of visiting the plant 
of the Pure Food Process Co., of Baltimore, a comparatively new enterprise, 
which has a “‘system’’ for packing all kinds of food in glass. We say 
“‘system’’ because each operation has some bearing upon the next, a num- 
ber of special machines are used, the jars are made by a special process and 
the sealing machine is a patented one belonging to the company. The 
writer was shown blackberries, Huckleberries, plums, peaches, pineapple, 
tomatoes, corn, peas, string beans, beets and several other articles packed in 


jars of the same size as the standard cans, namely No. 1, No. 2, No. 3 and 
Jersey No. 3. These all looked very fine and beets especially looked well, 
as they had lost none of the bright red color so desirable, and which is hard 
to keep when packed in ordinary cans. The goods we were shown looked 
the equal of the finest preserved, but we were told that they represented 


only the usual canning stock. One thing this method will prevent, and 
that is ‘‘slackfilling’’, for you can see just how full the jar is. 


We were then showed the caps being made and stamped ready for use, 
the special exhaust box, the empty jars and the process kettle that sterilizes 
without breaking. The manager of the concern rather startled the writer 
by throwing empty as well as filled jars on the floor, and even across the 
room at a distance of 30 feet; they were knocked carelessly off the desks and 
shelves and none of them broke. As a special favor a number of jars were 
put on the belt carrying them to the sealing machine and the machine 
started. This works as silently as a watch at the rate of about 40 per min- 
ute, and we were told it could be run up to 200 per minute just as easily. 

There seems to be nothing unusual in the entire operation and the 
strength of the glass is the principal feature. The jars are filled the same 
as cans and exhausted in either their special machine or any similar one, of 
which there are a number on the market, and then sealed and processed the 
same as cans. The finished product, however, is fine and has an appetizing 
effect; the system promises to be a great success and officers of the company 
mentioned several big enterprises that will be started soon, with headquar- 
ters in Baltimore. 


Nova Scotia Notes. 


Apple Crop.—A leading fruit grower of Nova Scotia states 
that a bumper apple crop in the Province is now assured. The 
trees in the cultivated orchards have not suffered from the 
drouth. The fruit so far is remarkably free from what is known 
as the black spot. A million barrels will probably be harvested. 

Canneries.—It is reported from Stewart, British Columbia, 
that Mr. Gorman is building a cannery at- Sunny Point, Beam 
Canal, and an $80,000 one at Kasan Inlet, the latter to be the 
largest cannery in southern Alaska. Mr. Buckhart isalso erect- 
ing a cannery at Sunny Point, and Americans are erecting a 
cannery at Fish Hawk, in Hidden Inlet, the capital being sup- 
plied by Vancouver firms. This should interest American 
manufacturers of canning apparatus, machinery and supplies.

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The Russian Oyster Trade. 


[From Consul General John H. Snodgrass, Moscow.] 


Oysters are grown in large quantities in the Black Sea and 
its tributaries, but of an inferior quality, they being small, 
brackish in taste, and, in general, unpalatable. These beds 


supply the requirements of those who have never been educated 
to anything better. 


The provincial cities have few, if any, oyster houses where 
they may be purchased either retail or wholesale in season. 
Moscow, with over 1,500,000 people, has less than half a dozen 
places where oysters may be secured, aud only the leading res- 
taurants and hotels serve them when call:d for. They are pur- 


chased at the stores and supplied at the eating places by tens 
and not by the dozen or quart. 


NATIVE AND FOREIGN OYSTERS. 

The Black Sea oysters, averaging not larger than the end 
of one’s thumb, cost at the store in Moscow 10 kopecks (about 
5 cents) apiece. The cost of a small stew at home approximates 
75 cents when one calculates the price of the milk and . crack- 
ers—the last named item being also very expensive. At a res- 
taurant the same stew will be $1.50. It is to be remembered 
that the Black Sea oysters are only for people with small pocket- 
books. When the wealthy Russian calls for oysters it is known 
that he does not mean those grown in bis own country; on the 
other hand, his order is for the Ostend oyster, which costs at 
the oyster houses 1234 cents apiece. At the restaurant, whea 


they are served on the shell, the Ostend bivalves command a 
much higher price, ranging from $1.80 up for 10. 


It is the impression tbat Russians do not care for oysters or 
other sea food served from the shell, but undoubtedly the cause 
of their indifference has bien their inability to get satisfactory 


products at reasonable prices; further, the lack of proper refrig- 
erating facilities has retarded the extension of the oyster indus-

try. The Black Sea oysters are delivered in Moscow in about 
two and one-half days from the port of shipment. They always 
come in the shell, but when one makes a purchase he finds, if 
he understands oysters, that 50 per cent. are dead, the shells 
being open. The average Russian does not know that they are 
unfit to eat, and, of course, takes great chances when buying. 
During the winter the oysters are frozen in the shell, but even 


under those circumstances there is danger in eating them, and 
many cases of poisoning are reported. 


The Ostend oysters are also handled exclusively in the 
shell, but are kept only in two or three fancy groceries. No 
oysters in the bulk are sold in Russia; a very few stores handle 
American canned oysters, but there is small demand for them 
and consequently the stock remains on the shelves so long that 
danger again enters in their sale. This class of goods is called 
for only by foreigners, principally Americans. The writer or- 
dered half a dozen tins from Riga, where it was understocd the 
oysters were freshly imported from the United States. It was 
found upon examination that they were dangerously old; they 
cost, delivered at Moscow, 51% cents a tin—for stock that may 
be bought in the United States for 7 to 10 cents a can. 

TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES—IMPORT DUTY. 

A service resembling that of the American express is to be 
found on all Russian railways, but refrigerator cars are to be 
had only in the faster freights. Refrigerator cars are built 
principally for the transportation of butter, eggs and game from 
Siberia, and therefore few are to be found on the other railways; 
nevertheless, it is thought that American oysters put up iu tins 
could be handled to advantage at the coast cities and perhaps 
transported as far inland as Moscow, the distance between this 
city and St. Petersburg being about 12 hours by passenger 
trains. 

The most serious barrier that is encountered in Russia is 
the tariff of $5.15 a pood (pood equals 36.1 pounds) or about 
14 cents a pound on canned oysters; the import duty on oysters 
in the shell is $2.78 a pood or a shade less than 8 cents a pound.

Seizes Many Sardines. 


Carload, Valued at $3,000, Nabbed by Government in Texas. 


One of the largest single seizures ever made under the pure 
food and drugs act has just been effected through the instrumen- 
tality of Rodney A. Griffin, United States food and drug inspec- 
tor at Houston, who went there some two months ago, says In- 
terstate Grocer. The seizure which was made by United States 
Deputy Marshall Shumack, in Galveston, consisted of a carload 


of sardines, originally shipped from Maine and valued at $3,000, 
including freight charges. The seizure was made on a libel 
drawn up by United States District Attorney Lock McDaniel, of 
Houston. The sardines will be held in Galveston and disposed 
of by the United States court. The sardines have been found 
to be decomposed and unfit for food, and the court will likely 
have them condemned and destroyed. The shipment, which 
was in the hands of the Santa Fe railroad, consists of 800 cases, 
100 boxes to the case, making 80,000 boxes in all.

Quarantine on Hawaiian Fruits. 


The most stringent quarantine regulations went into effect 
on June 26th, to prevent the introduction of the Mediterranean 
fruit fly into California in importations of Hawaiian fruits and 
vegetables. The fly is technically known as ceratitis cavitata, 
and is considered the worse menace known to the fruit grower. 
It already has found lodgment in one of the Islands of Hawaii 
and is proving so disastrous that the other islands are quaran- 
tining against it. 

This State through the efforts of the department of horti- 
culture, has placed an embargo on the importation of all fruits 
and vegetables from the island other than pineapples and banan- 


as. If it should seem at all necessary the quarantine will be ex- 
tended to include these fruits as well. 


The fly is in the first place a pest of citrus fruit, but it at- 
tacks other kinds of fruit as well. There is said to be no fruit 
that is immune from its ravages. The insect is described as 


about the size of a house fly, but looks somewhat smaller when 
dead. It is ocherous yellow in color. 


An officer of the State Commission of Horticulture will be 
stationed at Honolulu to prevent as far as possible any shipment 
of fruit from Hawaii to California. Fruit from the islands com- 
ing by way of seattle will also be interdicted. Such fruits as ar- 
rive will be soaked in distillate oils and burned to prevent all 


danger of contamination.—Grocrer & COUNTRY MERCHANT,

J. Ed Gunther, 
manager of the concern, said tonight that $21,700 was carried 
with the Canners’ Exchange, of Chicago. He said the loss 


will exceed the insurance. Two hundred people will be thrown 
out of work. The cause of the fire is unknown.
